Applicant thanks Examiner Sara Chandler for the time which she spent discussing this 
case over the telephone on August 6, 2008 with Applicant's attorney, Marc E. Brown,. 

Amended Claims 4 and 45 and new Claims 48-51 were discussed in light of Walker and 
Sheets. Applicant's attorney pointed out that amended Claim 4 requires a target monthly 
payment to be used in the computation of the profit for each finance program, while none of the 
prior art disclosed or suggested such a use for a target monthly payment, either alone or in 
combination. Applicant's attorney similarly pointed out that amended Claim 45 (in addition to 
being dependent upon amended Claim 4) requires an amount of available cash to be used in each 
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of the profit computations and that new Claims 48-51 require each computation to maximize 
profits. Again, neither feature is disclosed in the cited references, either alone or in combination. 

The examiner advised that she would give consideration to these arguments.
